Notice is hereby given that in pursuance of a Resolution of the Board of Education of the Westerville City 

School District of Westerville, Ohio passed on the 15th day of July, 2019, there will be submitted to a 

vote of the people at the General Election to be held at the regular places of voting on Tuesday, the 5th 

day of November, 2019, the following questions as a single proposal: 

 

(1) the question of issuing bonds in the principal amount of one hundred three million dollars 

($103,000,000) for the purpose of constructing school facilities; renovating improving and 

constructing additions to school facilities, including safety and security improvements; furnishing 

and equipping the same; improving the sites thereof; and acquiring land and interests in land as 

provided by law.  

The maximum number of years during which such bonds are to run is 37 years.   

The estimated average additional tax rate amounts to $0.195 for each one hundred dollars of 

valuation, which is 1.95 mills for each one dollar of tax valuation, in excess of the ten mill 

limitation, as certified by the County Auditor.   

(2) the question of levying an additional property tax to pay current operating expenses at a rate not 

exceeding 5.9 mills for each one dollar of tax valuation, which amounts to $0.59 for each one 

hundred dollars of tax valuation, for a continuing period of time, commencing in 2020, first due 

in calendar year 2021.
